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HOLIDAYS PAID FOR HERE. 


Some who Work only Six Months for a 
— Year’s ‘Salary 


WHEN a person is engaged to do certain regular work 
he is paid a salary in — which is usually reckoned 
by year, but doled out in weekly, monthly, or 
ee 

Now holidays are hardly, if ever, mentioned. These 
seasons coms round every year, and they are freely 

iven and taken as though rd formed part of the con- 
of service, though the gift is nothing more than a 
thing of custom. 

Even the service of the Government bas no recognised 
Boyalty de governing holidays except those relating to 

ys. 
olidays, pure and simple, are quite a necessary thi 

nowadays and the little off-time = gets is wellewrved: 
but when, as happens in the national service, there are 
hundreds of men who are in receipt of fat salaries, 
based on the yearly calculation, but who only work six 
and eight months in return for it, one must say thut 
this is beyond a holiday—it is mere idling. 

The staff of the Houses of Parliament, for instance, 
is run at a cost of about £100,000 for yearly salaries, 
whereas not more than six months are put in by 
nine-tenths of thestaff. Their are only wanted 
when Parliament sits, and as our legislators only meet 
for six months in the year the staff of well-paid 
clerks and other Government o: is not wanted for 
the remainder ; so they are a year's for six 
months work, and are virtually asked to keep outof the 


way. 

The Courts of Justice offer another example where 
holidays and idling time make a big hole in year’s 
work ; but when the Courts are sitting there is plenty 
of work found for the workers. But for over three 
months the Courts are closed, and as the huge machinery 
of the pags ct ee life of the Courts is suspended 
too, and so are the labours of the clerks and officials. 

From eight to ten weeks are taken for the “ vacation,” 
which fits in between the Trinity and Michaelmas 
terms, three weeks between Michaelmas and Hilary, 
two weeks between Hilary and Easter, and eleven days 
between Easter and Trinity, all told, nearly four 


nfonths. 
For all this time the chiefs have no business at the 
the minor officials have less still, and so the 
coun! s them to keep away for a third of the time 
for whic! ay are paid.

included among those bodies of workers entitled to the 
four bank holidays. It is rather obvious why the Service 
was not included. However, the days specified are 
taken all the same by the country’s officials, in addition 
to their own extra days. 

Nominally, the higher the appointment the greater the 
responsibility—that is the ethics of Government service ; 
but, as a m of fact, the meibility decreases as a 
man ascends the uated scale and has more time off 
in every for it is obvious that the onus of the 
work for which he is held res ible is borne by his 
staff. So he is well paid to keep away from the office 
as often as he can, an opportunity which the main body 
are not slow to seize. 

First-class division men secure for their “annual ” 
rest not less than six weeks, in addition to ten or four- 
teen days at Christmas, a week at Easter and at 
Whitsuntide, which time together with “special leaves ” 
knocks out about a third of the year. 

The second division are not so well treated in the 
matter of off-weeks. Their maximum is only a month 
for the annual holiday, whilst many only get fourteen 
days and others twenty-one, besides, of course, the 
periodical holidays occurring throughout the year. 

Somerset House, owing to its close connection with 
the man in the street, is not so favoured as is its com- 
peers in Whitehall and district. The heads, chiefs, and 
principals at the former office take the customary long 
vacation, reins six or eight weeks, but the rank 
and file, unlike their brethren at the Houses of Parlia- 
ment, and at other offices, including those which look 
after the national debt, the observatories, the nautical 
almanac office, Queen’s Anne's bounty, the Royal parks 
and pleasure gardens, and similar curious establish. 
ments, fairly earn their yearly salary. . 

Whilst many of the Government officials consider 
Saturday as an off-day, another item which lengthens 
out their free time, Somerset House makes no differ- 
ence Saturday and any other working day. 

Army officers serving in India are only allowed six 
months leave every two years, and only three months if 
serving in Malta or Gibraltar, so that all the servants of 
the country are better off than their masters in respect 
of time and pay.

It is strange that, although we are more than ever 
convinced that time is money and are ever seeking and 
hoping for more rapid means of transit, we have not

In the crowded thoroughfares of busy cities it is 

robable that the trotter would not show to advantuge, 

use he would not have full scope, but in other places 

his worth would soon show itself. Gentlemen who go 
long distances from their country houses to the nearest 
town, in order to make purchases, attend various 
functions, or to take a train to some large centre of 
business, would save about half the time at present 
occupied by the journey if they were to patronise the 
trotter and his light vehicle. 

The Americans have cultivated the trotter toa degree 
which may seem incredible. During the past forty 
years the trotter has been improved in a way that is 
really wonderful. In 1859 Flora hig! astonished the 
world by trotting the mile in 2min. 1jeec., which was 
record time for a period of eight years ; then the record 
was beaten by two anda half seconds. Other records 
were made as time went on, until the low figure of 
Qmin. deec. was reached by Nancy Hanks. Of course, 
this speed would not be possible in the ordinary way 
these figures are only mentioned to show that the 
trotter may well be taken as an answer to the desire 
for a quicker mode of locomotion, and they show that 
he would be far sapere to our own horse for speed. 

The country doctor, for instance, might save several 
minutes when called to an urgent case, or do his long 
round in about half the time. Such considerations as 
theae ae calculated to raise the question, “ When will 
the trotter come?” 

Anenterprising American coach building company has 
done some business in this country in light vehicles, and 
a few trotters have also been bosght here, but the whole 
question is one which might well taken in hand very 
seriously by some of the wealthy gentlemen who love 
both sport and progress.
